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Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  report  on  the  health  of  the  Rural 
District  of  Disley  for  the  year  ended  December  31 st  1 936* 

The  Pood  Hygiene  Regulations  1955  came  into  operation  during  the  year 
and  contain  new  standards  of  hygiene  for  food  premises  which  in  many  ways 
are  an  advance  on  those  which  they  replace,  already  many  improvemjents, 
notably  to  premises  and  equipment,  have  been  secured.  We  must  not,  however, 
allov/  the  dazsling  brightness  of  the  new  chroraiunj  plated  fittings  and  plastic 
working  surfaces  to  blind  us  to  the  fact  that  a high  proportion  of  food-bome 
disease  is  the  result  of  faulty  methods  of  food  handling,  rather  than  of  poor 
equipment  and  premises.  Further  progress  in  our  Clean  Pood  Campaign  ;vill 
depend  largely  on  the  success  of  our  continued  efforts  to  teach  clean  m^ethods 
of  food  handling. 

The  Clean  Air  Act  giving  increased  powers  for  preventing  air  pollution 
was  passed  in  July  1956  and  is  now  partly  in  operation.  Although  air  pollution 
may  be  a more  pressing  problem  in  large  industrial  centres  tho.n  in  smaller  urban 
areas,  there  is  no  room  for  complacency  any';7here.  Even  in  largely  residential 
areas  pollution  of  the  air  v/e  breathe  by  domestic  smoke  is  considerable  in 
quantity  and  is  at  least  as  harmful  to  health  as  is  pollution  by  industrial 
smoke.  It  is  imperative  that  this  Council  shall  take  vigorous  action  and  use 
the  nev7  pov;ers  fully.  Education  of  the  public  will  be  essential  to  persuade 
them  to  accept  all  the  necessary  changes.  The  effort  needed  to  secure  clean  air 
will  be  great  and  the  cost  heavy,  but  the  resulting  gain  In  public  health  will 
more  than  compensate. 

Prom  1st  October  1956,  as  the  result  of  an  Order  made  under  the  Pood  and 
Drugs  Act,  1955  (a)  it  became  illegal  to  sell  milk  in  the  Rural  District  by 
retail  for  human  consumption  unless  either  Tuberculin  Tested  or  Heat  Treated. 
This  Cl'der  makes  a notable  contribution  to  the  fight  against  milk  - borne 
tuberculosis. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  the  Minister  of  Health  announced  that  a small 
amount  of  vaccine  would  be  available  to  vaccinate  against  poliomyelitis  children 
born  between  1st  January  19A7  and  31st  December  1954  whose  parents  gave  their 
consent.  Because  of  the  small  supplies,  only  a small  proportion  of  those 
registered  v/ere  vaccinated  before  the  end  of  the  year.  The  vaccine  used  was  a 
modified  Salk  vaccine  containing  killed  virus  of  all  three  known  types.  Before 
issue  it  was  subjected  to  stringent  safety  tests  and  evidence  suggested  that  it 
might  be  expected  to  have  a protective  value  of  80^. 
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In  August  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  (Change  of  Designation)  Act  195^ 
came  into  operation  and  from  that  date  Sanitary  Inspectors  were  to  tie 
known  as  Puklic  Health  Inspectors,  a change  to  be  welcomed  because  the 
new  title  gives  a better  description  of  their  work. 

I am  indebted  to  the  Public  Health  Inspector,  Mr.  Hunt,  for  his  help 
in  preparing  this  report  and  especially  G,  D & E ?;hich  deal  with  the  duties 
normally  undertaken  by  the  Public  Health  inspector. 

In  conclusion,  I should  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  end  Mem>'ers  of  the 
Council  and  Health  Committee  for  their  unfailing  interest  in  the  work  of 
the  Department  and  for  their  continued  support,  and  the  officers  of  the 
Council  for  their  valuable  help.

Diphtheria  and  Whoopin.g^  Cough  Immunisation  Special  arrangements  are  made  for 
immunisation  to  Ee  performed  at  the  end  of  each  Welfare  Session.  In  addition, 
immunisation  is  carried  out  free  of  charge  by  general  medical  practitioners. 

Services  provided  by  the  Regional  Hospital  Board. 

Hospitals.  There  is  no  hospital  v^ithin  the  Eural  District,  and  patients 
from  this  area  are  admitted  to  hospitals  in  neighbouring  districts. 

Maternity  cases  requiring  hospital  accoirmodation  are  also  admitted  to  hospitals 
outside  the  area.  Where  necessary,  infectious  disease  cases  other  than 
smallpox  are  admitted  to  the  Stockjjort  Isolation  Hospital.

Tuberculosis  and  Venereal  Diseases.  Special  clinics  for  the  diagnosis  and 
treatment  of  Tuberculosis  and  Venereal  Diseases  are  held  at  Great  Egerton 
Street,  Stockport.

GENERAL  SANITARY  ClRCUklSTMCES. 

• Water.  The  area  is  supplied  by  the  Stockport  Corporation  Water  Undertaking 
and  most  of  the  houses  in  the  district  are  connected  to  the  mains.  A few  farms  anc 
isolated  houses  situated  on  high  ground  are  supplied  by  natural  wells  and  springs, 
a few  having  bore-lioles.  The  situation  of  these  premises  and  the  physical 
characteristics  of  the  land  render  the  cost  of  laying  mains  prohibitive  and  an 
almost  impossible  task. 

The  water  supplied  to  the  district  is  chemically  treated,  filtered,  and 
chlorinated,  and  is  subjected  to  frequent  bacteriological  and  chemical  analysis 
by  the  Stockport  Corporation,  and  has  proved  satisfactory.  The  main  road  and 
lower  areas  of  the  district  are  supplied  from  Kinder  and  the  higher  part  from  the 
Goyt  Valley  supply. 


2.  Drainage  & Sewerage.  T,he  greater  part  of  the  district  is  sewered  and  two 
sewage  disposal  works  are  owned  by  the  Council.  Most  houses  are  connected  to  the 
sewers  and  those  properties  which  are  not,  are  in  isolated  positions.

3.  Public  Cleansing  A direct  labour  refuse  service  is  operated  by  the 
Council  and  has  functioned  satisfactorily.  Refuse,  and  the  contents  of  pail 
closets  have  been  collected  each  fortnight.  Trade  refuse  is  collected  weekly, 
for  v/hich  the  Council  make  an  appropriate  charge. 

Household  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping  at  the  Council's 
Tip  in  Greenshall  Lane,  after  discharge  the  refuse  is  raked  over  the  covered 
by  a layer  of  overburden  sand  and  the  face  of  the  tip  is  also  dressed  with  sand. 


6.  Rodent  Control  A Rodent  Operator  is  employed  2^  days  in  each  alternative 
week.  The  Council's  sewers  were  treated  for  rat  infestation  during  the  year,  and 
the  infestations  were  again  found  to  be  slight.  The  sewage  works  and  rcsfuse 
tip  were  inspected  regularly  and  treated  as  necessary.  Infestations  at  the  refusf 
tip  were  occasionally  of  a major  character.
